Senator Barkley Strikes 

The recent "Dear Alben" epi- 
sode in Washington is highly sig- 
nificant. Practically every politi- 
cal commentator of any impor- 
tance has had considerable to say 
about it. In most cases the com- 
ment has been favorable to the 
Kentucky Senator, although one 
writer reminded his readers that 
the Kentuckian had not been 
above accepting WPA funds, in- 
directly, to assist him in one of 
his campaigns. Generally speaking, 
however, there was a disposition 
to praise Senator Barkley for hav- 
ing the intestinal fortitude to 
stand up in his boots and speak 
his mind to the President. Frank- 
ly, it seemed to me that Mr. 
Roosevelt had said some rather 
harsh things about Congress in the 
past few weeks. There had been 
that very unkind crack about 
fraud in connection with the sol- 
diers’ vote legislation. Long be- 
fore that we had witnessed his at- 
tempt to by-pass Congress for the 
purpose of limiting civilian sal- 
aries to $25,000. Prior to that we 
had watched his ill-advised at- 
tempt to purge Congress of vari- 
ous Senators who declined to do 
his bidding. Thus, in a variety of 
ways, the President has made it 
clear that he did NOT have great 
respect for the legislative arm of 
our government. 

What will happen now? Has the 
President's soothing letter to 
Senator Barkley blotted out this 
unpleasant episode and resulted in 
restoring peace and harmony? 
Not by a long shot. The funda- 
mental sore is still present. No 
flow of honeyed words, no charm- 
ing smiles will really close the 
breach which had been widening 
for a long time between the exec- 
utive and t legislative branches. 
Congress has been pushed around 
so mercilessly for a long, long 
time and has fallen to such a low 
estate that it is a good bet that 
it will continue its present inde- 
pendent course and strive to re- 
gain the public’s esteem and con- 
fidence. The members of that 
once-powerful organization have 
good reason to believe that their 
constituents will endorse the cour- 
ageous attitude of the Kentucky 
Senator, who took his political life 
in his hands when he resigned his 
post as Majority Leader of the 
Senate. A year ago. it is difficult 
to visualize such an incident be- 
tween our Commander-in-Chief 
and his Senate leader. Will there 
be other incidents of a like nature 
in the coming months? 

Finally, it is pertinent to point 
out that we have just winessod 
an event which is of much great- 
er significance than the mere pas- 
sage or failure of passage of a 
tax bill. We have witnessed the 
apparent triumph of a public serv- 
ant's soul and conscience over 
routine political expediency. Bear 
that in mind as you study the be- 
havior of our Congress in the 
coming crucial months. 

Republican Delegates 

It has been most secret among 
the insiders for some weeks past 
lhat Carroll L. Means of Boston, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Public Utilities, and Philip G. 
Rowker of Brookline, Associate 
Commissioner on the Metropolitan 
District Commission, would an- 
nounce that they were candidates 
for election as delegates in the 
April 25 Presidential Primary to 
t lie Republican National Conven- 
tion. As alternate delegates in 
this Tenth Congressional district 
we now have before us the can- 
didacies of Francis C. Gray of 
Boston, former Chairman of the 
Boston School Committee, and 
Arno I. Drew of Boston, Chairman 

I the Suffolk County Court House 
Commission. 

All four men will run unpledged. 
All are veterans of World War 1 
and have been faithful and con- 
sistent workers for the Republican 
party, in good times and in bad. 
They should constitute a strong, 
intelligent team in Chicago next 
June. The coming convention 
may prove of historic importance 
and it is essential that Massachu- 
setts bo represented by men who 
have a keen and thorough under- 
standing of politics as played by 
the master-minds of the country.

Our popular District Attorney 
of Middlesex County, Robert F. 
Bradford of Cambridge, has been 
in a tough spot, politically, for the 
past few weeks. It is anybody's 
guess what move, if any, he will 
make in the very near future. In 
some ways he is in the same posi- 
tion as the late J. Weston Allen 
of Newton Highlands, who made 
a brilliant record as Attorney

Cox for 
tiie G. O. P. nomination for Gov- 
ernor. Most of us recall what hap- 
pened. A strong man, a splendid 
public servant, went down to a 
shattering defeat, chiefly because 
a victory for Allen would have 
meant the humiliation of a popular 
Republican Governor who ap- 
peared to he entitled to the cus- 
tomary second term. Allen made a 
strong campaign, but the good ef- 
fec»s of it were completely nul- 
lified by former Governor Chan- 
ning Cox, who went down to 
Faneil Hall one noon, unattend- 
ed, took the platform and blasted 
J. Weston Allen right out of the 
campaign by a brilliant speech.

RED CROSS CLUB IN 
NORTH AFRICAN DESERT 


Leslie R. White, in the Ameri- 
can Field Service, made a one- 
day stopover in a Red Cross Club 
which had been established in a 
small town in the heart of the 
North African Desert, and his ap- 
preciation of the friendly service 
received there is expressed in the 
following letter written to his 
mother, Mrs. Frederick White of 
Newton: 

"We stayed here at the Red 
Cross Club, seven of us and were 
able to get dinner and breakfast. 
And now, Mother, I want you to 
do me a favor: I want you to 
propagandize the Red Cross 
among your friends and I want 
them to give to it until it hurts. 
You will never realize how much 
their clubs mean to the fellows 
over here. They are a taste of 
home and they do so much for us. 
We arrived here at four o’clock 
yesterday, and coffee and dough- 
nuts were immediately produced. 
And it was real American coffee 
— the first I have had since I left 
the States. I have been craving 
coffee ever since I left home so 
in the few hours I have been here 
I must have consumed two gal- 
lons. They had showers here and 
we were able to clean up which 
was a groat pleasure, for the dirt 


and soot was so thick on us, it 
made mud in the bottom of the 
tub. Then they served us a real 
American dinner and it was good. 
We spent the night on army cots 
made up with sheets and they cer- 
tainly were comfortable after a 
bed roll in the desert. We have 
just had breakfast with shredded 
wheat, toast, jam, sausage and 
more wonderful coffee. It really 
tasted so wonderful and now I. am 
writing you a letter on stationery 
supplied by them. And Mother, 
please realize all of this has been 
free. This generosity is really 
touching and all I am asking is 
lhat everyone at home give to 
the Red Cross.

Chief Keating told about the 
training received by the men in 
ids department in ventilation, 
first aid, rescue work and salvage 
and protection of property In- 
spections are made regularly by 
members of the fire department 
to detect and correct fire hazards 
throughout the city. 

Chief Keating spoke about the 
procedures followed in case of 
lire and mentioned the fact that 
the apparatus is always in touch 
with headquarters by radio, which 
helps him considerably in giving 
orders. Several towns co-operate 
with the Newton department in 
case of need, and Newton recipro- 
cates likewise. The Newton Fire 
department also inspects wir- 
ing and oil burner installations. 

In addition the chief serves 
fire warden and issues all tiiv 
permits.

4 I.Vnry E. Bothfeld, president 
of the Newton Savings Bank, 
reached his 85th birthday. He is 
o retire from the presidency on

Davis organized the Newton Co- 
operative Bank which he served 
as Director until 1925. 

Ho was elected a Director of 
the National Market Bank of 
Brighton in 1910. In 1913 he was 
.nad? Vice President of the Mar- 
ket Trust Company and in 1915 
became its president. The Mar- 
ket Trust Company was absorbed 
by the International Trust Com- 
pany in 1921. Mr. Bothfeld becom- 
ing Senior Vice President. In 
1923 the International Trust Com- 
pany was merged with the First 
National Bank of Boston with Mr. 
Bothfeld vice president in charge 
of the Savings and Mortgage De- 
partments. from which position 
he resigned in 1930. 

His early business association 
was with J. A. and N. Harwood, 
of which he was junior partner, 
succeeded by the National Fibre 
Board Company. In 1900 he re- 
tired to assume the management 
of trust property. 

He is a Charter Member of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce of 
which he was Director in 1917. 
1918 and 1919; one of the found- 
ers of the National Association of 
Mutual Savings Banks: and is 
now. and has been for twenty-two 
years. Treasurer of Simmons Col- 
lege. 

His services to our City covered 
a period of 25 years. In 1891 he 
was elected to the Common Coun- 
cil and re-elected in 1892. He was 
elected to the Board of Aldermen 
in 1893 and 1894. serving as pres- 
ident . In 1895 he was unanimous- 
ly nominated and elected Mayor 
and during his term of office, the 
abolition of the grade crossings 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad;

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The Question 
Of Polaud 


By J. T. MacVlcar 


The Polish boundary question is 
not a new issue, it is as old as the 
Polish State created after World 
War one for the dual purpose of a 
buffer state between Communist 
Russia and Aristocratic Capitalist 
Europe, and a springboard for the 
invasion of Russia and the aboli- 
tion of Bolshevism. In this role 
the Polish Government was a 
willing pawn of England. France, 
and Germany, prior to Hitler’s de- 
cision not to trust his confeder- 
ates, but go alone. 

The motives that inspired Po- 
lish Patriots to resist Tzarist tyr- 
anny was lost sight of in the con- 
fusion and dissention among the 
Polish Democrats during the tran- 
isiton period, after the first world 
war. This failure by the Demo- 
crats to agree on a national policy 
gave the Conservative coalition 
consisting of landed Aristocrats, 
large Industrialists with interna- 
tional affiliations, and supported 
by the clergy, control of the gov- 
ernment. 

This Polish government did not 
respect the boundries set for it by 
the international boundary com- 
mission, but went to war against 
n weak revolution spent Russia 
and extended its boundary some 
two hundred miles further east 


oured to establish a community of 
interest among the nations of Eu- 
rope for peace and to resist Fas- 
cist aggression. 

This line of realistic reasoning 
was followed by the Soviets in 
dealing with England after the 
German invasion of Russia. The 
British Government in an effort to 
establish more amicable relations 
with the Soviet Republic sent Sir 
Stafford Cripps, a British com- 
munist to represent the court of 
St. James in Moscow. Although 
Sir Stafford was welcome as a 
comrade in political ideals he was 
not acceptable as the Ambassador 
of a capitalist state.

Aside from its economic signi- 
ficance the Polish boundary ques- 
tion is one of military necessity 
not a matter of right or wrong. 
Russia cannot afford to have an 
anti Russian Poland at her front 
door any more than we could tol- 
erate a government hostile to our 
interests in Panama even if our 
action did not conform with the 
requirements of the Atlantic 
Charter, right of self determina- 
tion or the Ten Commandments 
for that matter. 

The Russian approach to na- 
tional, international and econ- 
omic problems is based on the 
materialistic conception of his- 
tory, and cannot be und&rstood by 
looking at it through capatilistic 
spectacles; therefore our many er- 
roneous appraisals of Russian ac- 
tion, intentions and ability. 

The Russian Government is not 
deluded by friendship born of dis- 
tress nor will they place unquali- 
fied confidence in the unfledged 
camaraderie of the storm. Raw 
and unadorned realities based on 
cold facts is their guide to action. 
This realistic attitude in dealing 
with conditions as they exist was 
plainly demonstrated during the 
years prior to the Munich pact 
between Englund, France and Ger- 
many which expelled Russia from 
European affairs. A pact designed 
to turn the fury of German mil- 
itary might against Russia and 
assure, "Peace for our* time." Be- 
fore this fiasco of power politics

COSTS OF LIVING in large 
I cities in December, as computed 
I by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
were 26.3 per cent greuter than 


in August 1939, 23.4 per cent i 
greater than in January 1941, and 
5.6 per cent greater than in Sep- 
tember 1942. The percentages of 
increase in average weekly earn- 
ings were more than three times 
and those for average hourly 
earnings about double the com- 
parable percentage of increase 
in costs of living. 

LABOR MEMBERS of the 
President’s Committee on the In- 
crease in the Cost of Living assert 
that the living costs of families 
of wage earners and lower salar- 
ied workers rose by at least 43.5 
per cent from Janauary 1941 to 
December 1943, as compared with 
U.e 23.4 per cent estimate of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. The 
43.5 per cent increase is much 
less than the 68 per cent increase 
in average weekly earnings and 
even less than the 46 per cent in- 
crase in average hourly earnings 
during that period. It is a little 
greater than the increase in 
straight time average hourly 
earnings.

POLITICS 

WITH COLOR 

B y P. W. O. 

American Democratic National 
Committee 

One of tho most significant de- 
velopments of the past week poli- 
tically was the Boston visit of 
Harry H. Woodring, former Secre- 
tary of War under F. D. R. He 
was here to organize a New Eng- 
land anti-Roosevelt bloc under the 
auspices of the American Demo- 
cratic National Committee. Among 
the local celebrities who attended 
the Woodring conference* were 
Dean Gleason L. Archer of Suffolk 
Law School, Joseph Lee, former 
School Committee member and 
frequent contestant for a variety 
of political offices, Charles Mc- 
Glue, former chairman of the Mas- 
sachusetts Democratic Committee, 
former State Senator Joseph B. 
Harrington of Salem, Patrick J. 
Sullivan, former member of the 
State Labor Board and others. 

Woodring praised former Gov- 
ernor Joseph B. Ely as "one of 
the greatest patriots in America" 
and stated that the purpose of this 
new party was to form a "cohesive 
block either to defeat Roosevelt at 
the primaries or in the election." 
Another striking statement was 
this: "We propose to take the 
Democratic party out of the hands 
of 'Hopkins and Company’ and re- 
turn it to the Jeffersonian Demo- 
crats.” 

Frankly, it seems to me that 
this new organization has a very 
tough problem on its hands. Thou- 
sands of good Democrats will 
doubtless "sound off," either in the 
halls of Congress or out in the 
country and behave in such a 
manner as to encourage the Re- 
publicans to believe that THIS 
time Mr. Roosevelt will be defeat- 
ed quite handily. However, when 
it comes to a show-down later this 
spring and it becomes necessary 
for some of the political brethren 
to stand up and be counted, offi- 
cially, there is an excellent chance 
that some of the most talkative 
anti-fourth term advocates will 
suddenly be engrossed in their 
business or otherwise occupied 
Just wait and see. 

One aspect of this current move- 
ment. however, is worthy of care- 
ful thought. Will the potential 
strength of the recalcitrant Demo- 
crats result in throwing such a 
scare into the Palace Guard sur- 
rounding the President that he 
himself may decide that the odds 
against him are far heavier than 
he had hitherto realized. In other 
words, is there a bare possibility 
that Mr. Roosevelt may decide not 
to risk a possible defeat, either at 
the convention this summer or at 
the polls next autumn ? Most 
political observers have proceeded 
on the assumption that Mr. Roose- 
velt can have the nomination by 
merely raising his eyebrows at the 
proper time. The election is some- 
thing else again. To be sure, he 
disposed of Wendell Willkie quite 
handily in 1940. That proves 
nothing about 1944. However, this 
leads into n consideration of G. 
O. P. possibilities, which I shall 
consider briefly in the following 
paragraph. 

Republican Nominee In 1944 
Proper, accurate reporting 
makes it necessary to state that 
the Willkie campaign is NOT run- 
ning along too smoothly, either in 
Massachusetts or the country as a 
whole. To be sure, Willkie is still 
very strong in this state, but there 
are rumblings from time to time 
which are disconcerting to his 
staunchest supporters. Quite re- 
cently a poll was taken in the 
western part of the state among 
seasoned politicians. Much to most 
peoples’ surprise, Gov. Dewey of 
New York ran way ahead of Will- 
kie. Why? This commentator is 
endeavoring to learn the answer 
and will duly report it, if and when 
obtained. It is my impression 
I that a lot of voters are beginning 
I to wonder WHY Willkie is so weak 
| in every poll of Republican Con- 
I gressmen and other important 
party leaders. It bothers his ard- 
ent supporters no end. How can 
they sell Willkie to the rank and 
file of the Republican party if so 
many of the leaders and work- 
horses in the party are cold to 
him? Furthermore, tho Dewey 
strength is most disconcerting. 

. Here is a man who was laughed 
i off a handsome "Boy Scout" in 
1940, who is suddenly gathering 
prestige and influence over a wide 
area. Remember, too, that Dewey 
has not announced his candidacy 
and may never do so. 

At this point, let me indulge 
in a little long-term speculation. 
It occurs to me that neither Will- 
kie nor Dewey will make the 
grade, that a serious and unbreak- 
able deadlock will eventuate and 
that a dark-horse will HAVE to 
be drafted. If that is the case, I 
predict that the lightning is apt to 
strike one of four potential candi- 
dates, as follows: No. 1 — Governor 
Earl Warren of California; No. 2 
-Governor Saltonstall of Massa- 
chusetts; No. 3 Senator Harold 
H. Burton of Ohio and No. 4 — 
former Governor Harold Stassen 
of Minnesota. 

That is as far out on a limb as 
I care to go today. Let us hope 
that nobody cuts off the limb.

Last week we surveyed briefly 
the interesting careers of Mr. 
Gluyas Williams, artist and car- 
toonist, of West Newton and 
Mr. Elijah William Cunningham, 
better known as Bill Cunningham 
of the Boston Herald, who lives in 
Newtonville. Today we shall touch 
on some of the high-spots in the 
lives of Chief Justice Fred Tar- 
bell Field of Newton and Mr. 
Richmond Knapp Fletcher of Wa- 
ban, prominent artist, and nation- 
ally known song composer. 

Chief Justice Field, who lives 
at 36 Fairmont ave., Newton, was 
born in Springfield, Vermont, Dec. 
24, 1876. He is the son of Fred- 
eric Griswold Field and Anna Me- 
lanie (Tarbell) Field. He received 
his education at Vermont Acad- 
emy, Saxtons River and Brown 
University, where he graduated 
in 1900 with an A.B. degree. In 
1903 he obtained his L.L.D. from 
the Harvard Law School. From 
1905 until 1912 he served as As- 
sistant Attorney General of 
Massachusetts under the late Her- 
bert Parker and the late Dana 
Malone. 

Mr. Field has long been an ex- 
pert on taxation and during the 
first world war was a member of 
the U. S. Advisory Tax Board. On 
Oct. 11, 1922, he married Miss 
Gertrude Alice Montague of Cam- 
bridge. The couple have one 
daughter, Miss Ann Montague. 

Governor Frank G. Allen ap- 
pointed Mr. Field an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts in 1929. 
Then, in 1938, when Chief Justice 
Arthur Prentice Rugg died, Gov- 
ernor Charles F. Hurley elevated 
Justice Field to the position of 
Chief Justice. He is still serving 
us in that capacity. 

Many academic honors have 
been bestowed on the Chief Jus- 
tice during the past decade. Dart- 
mouth College gave him an L.L. 
D. in 1931 ; Amherst and Williams 
Colleges followed suit in 1939; a 
year later the University of Ver- 
mont did likewise. Still more re- 
cently Boston University gave him 
a D.C.L. (Doctor of Civil Law). 

When the writer asked Justice 
Field if he had any hobbies he 
said that there had been no time 
in his very busy life for much di- 
version. Those who are privileged 
to know him understand just 
what he means by that statement. 
He is an excellent example of a 
man who has carved out a splen- 
did career by dint of tireless work 
and tremendous concentration. 

Mr. Richmond Knapp Fletcher, 
known to his intimates as "Skip"' 
Fletcher, began his career as an 
architect and has wound up as a 
very fine artist. Mr. Fletcher was 
horn in Lowell. Mass., on March 
23, 1885. He is the son of Hora- 
tio R. Fletcher and Frances 
(Knapp) Fletcher. He obtained 
his education at Lowell High 
School and Phillips Academy, An- 
dover, Mass. From there he went 
to Harvard, graduating in 1908 
with an S.B. degree. 

As far back as his college days 
he became known throughout the 
country as the composer of col- 
lege and fraternity songs. After 
writing Old P. A., Andovcrian 
and Royal Blue at Phillips Acad- 
emy, better known as Andover, he 
wrote the still famous Gridiron 
King and Soldiers Field for use 
during the football season at Har- 
vard. He is also the author of 
Red Pepper and the Harvard 1908 
Reunion Song. 

Members of the Theta Delta 
Chi fraternity are still singing Mr. 
Fletcher’s Stars Ablaze, Conven- 
tion Days and the Fraternal 
Hymn. 

In 1912 he married Miss Marion 
Faulkner of Lowell. The Fletchers 
have one son, Winthrop, and have 
lived for some years now in Wa- 
ban at 34 Annawan rd. Inciden- 
tally, one of Mr. Fletcher’s first 
public exhibitions was at the Wa- 
han Neighborhood Club, where it 
attracted extraordinarily favora- 
ble comment. Mr. Fletcher, since 
leaving the architectural field 
some years ago, has been painting 
portraits, as well as murals and 
landscapes and doing considerable 
decorative designing. He lias also 
made a very important contribu- 
tion to his country as an inspector 
of marine camouflage in the New 


England district for tho U. S 
Shipping Board. 

In addition to the above, Mr. 
Fletcher has found time to write 
a good many technical articles 
and to travel a bit in England. 
France and Italy, prior, of course, 
to the present world war. He has 
also contributed to juvenile mag- 
azines and has proved clever at in- 
venting unusual types of puzzles. 
He is an excellent example of a 
versatile man who has wound up 
by turning an avocation into a 
real vocation.

WILLIAM DUNCAN KILPATRICK, C.S.B., of Detroit, Michigan 
Member of the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, In Boston, Massachusetts 


Under the auspices of First 
Church of Christ. Scientist, n lec- 
ture on "Christian Science: The 
Revelation the Christ.” was 
given last Monday evening, March 
6th, at 8:00 p. m. in the Church 
Edifice, 391 Walnut st., Newton- 
ville. 

The lecturer was introduced by 
Mrs. Helen L. Leighton. Second 
Reader, who said: 

My Friends : 

Christian Science is founded on 
the Bible. The Leader of the 
Christian Science* Movement, 
Mary Baker Eddy, has said in her 
writings, "The Bible was my only 
textbook”: and the first Tenet, or 
rule of our religion is this "As 
adherents of Truth we take the 
inspired Word of the Bible as our 
sufficient guide to eternal life.” 

No doubt we will all agree that 
the teachings of the Bible are fun- 
damental; and I believe we will 
all be willing to listen to argu- 
ments and statements based upon 
and derived from these funda- 
mental truths. 

Our lecturer will show us that 
although parts of the Bible may 
seem to be obscure and difficult to 
understand yet it can all be sat- 
isfactorily and comfortingly made 
plain as the new light of Christian 
Science is turned on its pages; 
and this lecture will also show us 
how these truths can be made 
helpful and useful to us in our 
present-day experiences. 

Our lecturer is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church. The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston. The 
subject of his lecture is "Chris- 
tian Science: The Revelation of 
the Christ." It is my privilege 
to introduce to you our lecturer, 
Mr. William Duncan Kilpatrick of 
Detroit. 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows:

Throughout the ages this evei- 
present spiritual force has guided 
and influenced thought even though 
mortals were unaware of the di- 
vine presence thus shaping theii 
destinies. 

At every crisis in tin history of 
the world God has provided that 
which would not only save from 
the impending disaster but which 
would also elevate the race a little 
higher in moral perception and spir- 
itual achievement. A crisis now con- 
fronts mankind. A state of £ most 
universal chaos and despeiation 
reaches out for that which will guide 
and comfort. The old supports no 
longer offer much hope. They have 
been tried and found wanting Men 
find little fn the old theories and 
fuper.stitions. religious or otherwise, 
to which they can cling. 

War is not the product or natural 
subsequent of Christianity. God and 
His Christ do not include the con- 
sciousness and recognition of war 
strife, or conquest. War and all that 
goes with it is the result of man's 
abandonment of the spirit of the 
Christ and his return to the flesh- 
pots of mammon. Something spirit- 
ually vital and virile must animate 
the consciousness of men. that they j 
may make amends, not for the fail- 
ure of Christianity but rather lor 
their own abandonment of its sav- 
ing and guiding influence Chris- j 
tianlty has never failed men but ' 
men have sadly failed in theii de- I 
votion and allegiance to the Christ, j 
Hence war and confusion on the 
earth.

Reconstruction to fulfill the 
true meaning of that term along Hie 
lines of Ghrisliun demo-racy, must 
have us its foundation God and the i 
Christ-principle expounded and | 
lived bv tin man Jesus No other 
foundation can b laid than that i 
upon which Je u. the Christ I 


wrought all of his wonderful works. 
False Theory and Practice Must 
Be Abandoned 

The day has arrived In the history 
of mankind when a theoretical and 
chimerical sense of religion must 
be abandoned for the demonstrable 
and practical Christianity which 
Jesus proclaimed and demonstrated. 
If humanity Is hereafter to live in 
peace and security. No true, lasting, 
or scientific reconstruction can be 
forthcoming except as n result of the 
application of the Cachings enun- 
ciated and proved by the Master; 
and. therefore, to attempt the solu- 
tion of the world's gravest problems 
with aught but a pure Christian 
piatlorni for thought and action will 
assure failure at the outset. This is 
so because the catastrophic events 
of the immediate past are due to 
th activities and processes of the 
anti-Christ throughout the world 
and also to the failure on the part 
o so-called Christians to follow the 
precepts of true Christianity as di- 
rected by the Master. 

Who Shall Write the Peace? 

Naturally and obviously a Chris- 
tian background for the delibera- 
tion of any problem could not come 
from those not grounded in the 
Christian faith Democracy is postu- 
lated upon the basis of pure Chris- 
tianity. Who then shall write into 
the pages of the peace settlement 
the terms upon which the world 
must hereafter conduct and main- 
tain itself? What man can under- 
stand the democratic way who is not 
a Christian? Pomp, form, fustian, 
and ceremony deny and belittle the 
Christ-spirit and defeat the proc- 
esses and purpose of true Chris- 
tianity. Christianity is of the heart 
and includes no ritualistic restric- 
tions, observations, or forms. 

Christian Science, Mrs. Eddy, and 
the Bible 

The teachings and modes of a 
true religion founded upon the pre- 
cepts of Jesus the Christ are best 
explained by Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, in her comprehensive 
work entitled "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” the 
Christian Science textbook. Through 
spiritual Inspiration gained from 
her lifelong study of the Bible, to- 
gether with a deep and innate spir- 
itual sense. Mrs. Eddy was enabled 
to interpret for all humanity the 
deeper import and intent of Holy 
Writ. Her life of sacrifice, purity, 
and devotion to a holy purpose is 
well known, and her place among 
the world's greatest benefactors has 
long since been acknowledged and 
assured.

Eddy, humanity is given access to 
impregnable defense against the 
influences and attacks of evil of 
every nature. The study, research, 
sacrifices, and spirituality which 
culminated in Mr:, Eddy’s explana- 
tion of Christian Science in "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" brought to the world an 
explanation of God which is not 
only revolutionizing, stabilizing, and 
rationalizing popular thought in 
respect to the divine Being, but 
which also provides a foundation 
upon which may be bullded In hu- 
man consciousness that superstruc- 
ture of spirituality and scientific 
understanding against which all the 
wiles of evil and materiality can 
never prevail.

Human endeav- 
ors resulting from the activity of 
Truth In the Individual human con- 
sciousness are under the constant 
protection, guidance, and direction 
of an Intelligence which Ls free from 
all human limitations, opinions, and 
Influences. 

To realize that the government b 
on God's shoulders and to know 
God well enough to be able to place 
all of our affairs under His care am. 
guidance is to endow our every ac- 
tivity with Hip assurance, certainty, 
and success which characterize 
G°Ts unerring rule. In the Lord's 
Prayer we are taught to repeat, 
"Thy will be done in earth, as it Is 
in heaven " This implies and em- 
phasizes the fact that through the 
correct concept of God and Its cor- 
rect application to human affairs, 
the Intelligence, wisdom and unerr- 
ing foresight of divine Mind can be 
brought to be i in our every activ- 
ity. 

All limitation conn from the be- 
lief that uian l • an individual en- 


tity separate nnu apart rom Ood. 
and that for that reason he Is sub- 
ject to nil the human limitations 
and Incapacity which that convic- 
tion Implies and invites. On the 
other hand, man's understanding 
of God and the application of that 
understanding in individual con- 
sciousness relieves one of the men- 
ace of human limitations, respon- 
sibility. and Incapacity and endows 
one’s activities with an Intelligence 
and vision devoid of all human 
hindrances. 

Alluding to this particular feature 
of Christian Science. Mrs. Eddy 
writes. In Science and Health <p 
128»: "The term Science, properly 
understood, refers only to the laws 
of God and to His government of 
the universe inclusive of man. From 
this it follows that business men and 
cultured scholars have found that 
Christian Science enhances their 
endurance and mental powers, en- 
larges theii perception of character 
gives them acuteness and compre- 


lleves that twice five Is twenty he ls 
bound to suffer from the operation 
of the unchanging law. or principle, 
of mathematics, Just as long ns he 
entertains the false belief about 
twice five. That error is its own 
punishment. No human being Is 
the author of the penalties to which 
his own mistaken beliefs subject 
him. Thus it ls with sin. Mrs. Eddy's 
statement to the effect that sin Is Its 
own executioner Is not an expression 
of her human opinion; she is setting 
forth a fact. In her book "Retro- 
spection and Introspection” Mrs. 
Eddy writes (p. 64): "Sin ultimates 
ir sinner, and In this sense they are 
one. You cannot separate sin from 
the sinner, nor the sinner from his 
sin. The sin Is the sinner." Thus 
we see that man is a sinner as long 
as he sins and that the moment he 
ceases to sin he ceases to be a sin- 
ner. Therefore, as soon as a man 
ceases to sin he ceases to be the ob- 
ject of that law which says that sin 
prunlshes itself. If sin brings pun- 
ishment. then as long as a man sins 


cutlon of the Master and the re- 
ligion that he taught furnishes com- 
forting conviction that sin ls pun- 
ished only so long as sin lasts and 
that the most ardent sinner may be- 
come a most fruitful laborer In the 
vineyard of the Lord. 

In "Miscellaneous Writings" Mrs. 
Eddy writes (p. 328): "Whatever ob- 
structs the way, causing to stum- 
ble, fall, or faint, those mortals who 
are striving to enter the path,— di- 
vine Love will remove; and uplift 
the fallen and strengthen the weak. 
Therefore, give up thy earth- 
weights; and observe the apostle’s 
admonition. •Forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those which are before.’ 
Then, loving God supremely and thy 
neighbor as thyself, thou wilt safely 
bear thy cross up to the throne of 
everlasting glory.” 

The Hidden Recesses of Crime 

A clear realization of the scien- 
tific background of all of this is 
forthcoming with an understanding 
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hensiveness and an ability to exceed 
their ordinary capacity The human 
mind, imbued with tin - spiritual un- 
derstanding. becomes more elastic 
is capable of greater endurance 
scapes soui.' what irom itself anci 
equires less te. c.,e. A knowledge ol 
he Science ol being develops the 
atent abilities nd possibilities ol 
nan. It extends the atmosphere ol 
hought, giving mentals access to 
jroader and higher realms It raises 
he thinker into his native air of In- 
ight and perspicacity." 

What a foresight of human free- 
dom and divine care this message 
brings to mortals! What the under- 
standing of God means to the man 
of business is equally available to 
you and me in whatever position we 
may find ourselves. It is equally ap- 
plicable to the staiesman and dip- 
lomat upon whom must rest the 
burdens and responsibility of post- 
war reconstruction and rehabilita- 
tion. Needless to say that without 
this God-bestowed ability, perspicac- 
ity. and judgment any negotiations 
looking to a postwar order will be 
in grave danger of selfish influences. 
Let us all pray daily that this Christ, 
this fuller and demonstrable under- 
standing of God in the human con- 
sciousness, will sit at each confer- 
ence table in the momentous nego- 
tiations which confront us and that 
no element of injustice, unrighteous- 
ness, greed, selfishness, reprisal, or 
hate will be present there 

Sin Its Otvn Executioner 

And In connection with negotia- 
tions and deliberations looking lo a 
righteous and lasting peace it might 
be well to weigh, to some extent, the 
application of the divine law of jus- 
tice to malefactors. Sin brings pun- 
ishment just as certainly us purity 
and holiness bring joy and peace 
and happiness, and for u sinn.rr to 
escape punishment would not be in 
accord with the law of God God 
knows no sin, to be sure, but as sin 
is its own worst enemy, sin, itself, 
punishes sin. A- goodness brings its 
own reward, so sin imposes its own 
penalties and. therefore, for the sin- 
ner to escape punishment would not 
be in accord with Principle. In Sci- 
ence and Health Mrs Eddy has writ- 
ten (p. 385» "Let us remember that 
the eternal law cf right, though it 
can never annul the law which 
makes sin Us own executioner, ex- 
empts man from all penalties but 
those due for wrong-doing." On page 

36 of Science and Health, Mrs. Eddy 
again writes "To remit the penalty 
due for sin, would be lor Truth to 
pardon error. Escape from punish- 
ment ls not in accordance with 
God’s government, since Justice is 
the handmaid of mercy." On puge 

37 of the same book she says: Does 
not Science show that sin brings 
suffering as much to-day as yeslar- 
day? They who sin must suffer. 
With what measure ye mute, It shall 
be measured to you again.’ " On 
pages 10 and 11 of Science and 
Health we find the following "Do 
you ask wisdom to be merciful and 
not to punish sin? Then 'ye usk 
amiss.' Without punishment, sin 
would multiply ’ 

Now. these statements by Mrs. 
Eddy do not express simply a hu- 
man opinion a- to sin and its pun- 
ishment. They u:e expositions of an 
Inviolable lav. ol Ood II a man be- 


he is subject to that law which says 
that sin must be punished And man 
never escapes from that law until 
he ceases to sin. So you see there is 
no cheating in the divine order of 
just compensation either for sin or 
for righteousness. 

The Reward of Righteousness 

Just as sin and the sinner are one, 
so righteousness and God’s law of 
just compensation are one and in- 
separable. Righteousness brings its 
own reward. The reward accom- 
panies the motive or the act. For 
that reason the inexorable law of 
God brings reward to the righteous 
just as sin brings penalty to the sin- 
ner. The reward of righteousness 
accompanies the act or the con- 
sciousness of righteousness. The 
consciousness ol right and the re- 
ward are one. 

The rewards of righteousness do 
not constitute the objectives for 
which the Christian strives Right- 
eousness. itself, is his goal because 
he knows that the rewards thereof 
are inevitable and assured. This is 
most definitely and clearly assured 
us in the twenty-second chapter ol 
Revelation where we read: "And. 
behold. I come quickly; and my re 
ward is with ms. to give every man 
according as his work shall be. I am 
Alpha and Omega, the jeginnlng 
and the end. the* first and the last." 
A Christian Scientist is interested 
only in demonstrating righteous- 
ness. Righteousness brings its own 
reward. 

Examples 

Many time.* in the career of Jesus 
lie brought to the attention of his 
students and patients the fact that 
their suffering was but the penalty 
incurred by their own wrong think- 
ing On more than one occauop he 
said to those v horn he had heal**d 
of some physical difficulty. "Go. and 
sin no more." which emphasized lot 
only the fact that their physical 
nditl is the r ilt of heir sin 
but which also emphasized the fact 
that, while hr* could heal them oi 
their prese :i difficulty, th* :• suture 
freed: in from the same or some 
other disorder depended upon their 
own willingness to refrain from sin. 
Sin, in its last analysis, is always 
mental. A thief has to think his 
deed before he can accomplish It. 
The scientific fact that one ceases 
to become the victim of sin and the 
penalty due therefor the moment he 
ceases, in consciousness, to sin, re- 
moves the fear of eternal punish- 
ment with which some mortals 
struggle, and thus does the pust 
bury itself in itself Without the 
fear of penalty for sins outgrown 
and abandoned one is free to soar 
in the fetterless realm of infinite 
spiritual consciousness without the 
earth weights of guilt und remorse 
us constant hindrance., 

One of the most faithful com- 
panions and followers of Jesus was 
Mary Magdalene. Her spiritual ref- 
ormation so completely released her 
from the burden of past sins und 
the fear of punishment therefor 
that her example of Christian pu- 
rity lias for centuries been a guiding 
light to many a weary and discour- 
aged soul who has found peace und 
comfort In her example. St. Raul’s 
conversion to the Christian faith 
after his cruel and vengeful perse- 


of God as divine fiind. or conscious- 
ness. which the man of God's creat- 
ing exp:-e:*.es and reflects. St. Paul 
refers to that Mind which was in 
Christ Jesus, implying that the ani- 
mating influence of the Master was 
divine Mind, or God. All that we 
have had to say about sin und its 
punishment has to do with that 
opposite so-called mind which St. 
Paul terms the carnal. Thinking 
constitutes one’s consciousness. The 
entertainment of carnal thoughts in 
the human consciousness results in 
sin. and. contrariwise, the entertain- 
ment of divine '•leas in the human 
consciousness has its manifestation 
in righteousness. More sin lies in 
individual cjnsciousr.e.is. or think- 
ing. than in what the world calls 
overt acts. An overt act Ls the exter- 
nalized or outward manifestation of 
thought- good or bad. The source 
of crime and corruption finding ex- 
pression in overt acts is usually 
easily traceable, but the source of 
crime and confusion resulting from 
mental manipulation or the projec- 
tion and direction of thought 
through the operation of the carnal 
in the human consciousness Ls not 
readily discernible. Therein lies its 
subtlety and danger. 

In fact, the most prolific source of 
crime and criminal influences of 
present times lies in hidden and 
secret mental manipulation on the 
part of Individuals and organiza- 
tions. Throughout the world many 
schools of instruction are teaching 
the use of mental power to influence 
the thought and actions of men Rnd 
nations. And any cou ilrv or nation 
on the face of the globe that thinks 
to avoid .such influences without the 
positive and practical use of Chris- 
tianity as taught by Jev.r will find 
itself quite unable to escape the 
snares and pitfalls of these occult 
methods. Writing and warning of 
this particular instrument of sin- 
ful and occult manipulation. Mrs. 
Eddy says, in Science and Health 
fp. 570): "The march of mind and 
of honest investigation will bring 
the hour when the people will 
chain, with fetters of some sort, the 
growing occultism of this period. 
The present apathy as to the tend- 
ency of certain active yet unseen 
mental agencies will finally be 
shocked into another extreme mor- 
tal mood.— into human indignation; 
for one extreme follows another." 

The Anti-Christ of Regimentation 
* and Restriction 

Now. of all times, should men and 
nations not only become aware of 
the dangers of this mental method 
of secret and unseen manipulation 
and Influence but most of all should 
they become aware that the only 
remedy or instrument of protection 
from such influences lies in the 
teachings and practice of true 
Christianity ns expounded In Chris- 
tian Science T- : he - the 
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Christian world dwelt In blissful Ig- 
norance of the hidden and unseen 
forces of occultism and evil. Alto- 
gether too long has the operation of 
the Christ in the human conscious- 
ness been limited by the bonds of ec- 
clesiastical Ignorance, bigotry, form, 
and superstition. Too long has a 
personal and limited sense of God. 
Christ, and man bound to earth 
the enlightening and liberating In- 
fluences of reason and revelation 
If this world is to approach a real- 
ization of the greater and more 
abundant life it must open its eyes 
to the demands and teachings of 
true Christianity. 

Christianity means freedom not 
only for the man who practices <t 
but for the nation whose citizens 
proclaim and live It. A nation can 
demonstrate and put into practice 
only as much of the truth taught by 
Jesus as ls understood and known 
by its citizenry, and until a full and 
clear sense of the teachings of Jesus 
as outlined In Christian Science, ls 
understood by men there can be no 
full, complete, and satisfactory ex- 
ample of true democratic govern- 
ment. In Christianity as outlined by 
Jesus, the only limitations that re- 
veal themselves to the earnest and 
honest student are those limitations 
which prohibit and penalize acts ol 
moral turpitude on the part of men 
nnd nations. There is nothing in all 
the teachings of the Master that 

would Justify the regimentation, su 
pervision, and control of one Indi 
vldual human mind by another in- 
dividual human mind. There is 
nothing In the moral law— and the 
moral law must be the law of all 
nations sooner or later— that pre- j 
vents a man from making a mistake, j 
Men are as often taught and in- j 
structed by their mistakes as they j 
are by their successes, and to de- 
prive an individual of the lessons ; 
and benefits of his own mistakes 
by legislative enactment which im- 
poses upon him the whims and the- 
ories of some other individual just 
as capable of being mistaken, is 
taking the Christ out of the demo- 
cratic order. Every man should be 
free to conduct his affairs from the 
standpoint of his own individual 
demonstration and communion with 
God and anything that takes away 
that right is unchristian and un- 
democratic. Human regimentation, 
restriction, and planning whereby 
one individual becomes the tool and 
victim of another’s idea of how the 
victim should govern himself, 
leaves God out of the question com- 
pletely and places one human con- 
sciousness under the control of an- 
other human consciousness. 

The Christian nations of the j 
world are now united in one stu- , 
pendous struggle to insure to hu- 
manity the security, the peace, and 
the freedom which the ChrLst al- 
ways brings to those who love and 
obey the dictates of God. A mighty 
war is being waged that you and 1 
may escape the horrors of a totali- 
tarian order whereby governmental 
paternalism is substituted for indi- 
vidual Independence and freedom. 
A mighty war is being fought that 
you and I may conduct our affairs 
according to the dictates of our own 
conscience. A war Ls being fought 
that men may worship the God of 
their own choosing without the in- 
terference of state or eucle3iasticism. 

A war Is being fought that men may 
sow. reap, and harvest us God may 
direct and not at the instance of 
bureaucratic dictation. A war is be- 
ing fought that labor and industry 
may enjoy the fruits of their own . 
efforts and that one shall not be- ' 
come the victim of the other A war 
is being fought that will insure the 
profits of righteous effort without 
the threat of confiscatory statutes. 

A war ls being fought to insure to 
all mankind the benefits of individ- 
ual initiative and endeavor. A war 
is being fought that the vision of the 
Puritan fathers may again possess 
the consciousness of men and that 
Ihe state may reassume its position 
as a creature of the people rather 
than that th? people become the 
vassals and pawns of the state. God 
grant that this war be not fought 
in vain. 

God and Individual Salvation 
To bring God into the affairs of 
men as a divine, operating force 
nnd influence it must be realized 
that God is not a localized, mate- 
rialized. or personalized being. It 
must be recognized that God Is Mind 
-divine Mind— or. in other words, 
divine infinite intelligence. A mind, I 
be it divine or otherwise, expresses 1 
itself in thoughts. The divine Mind, 
or God. finds expression in divine 
or spiritual ideas. As you and I ex- 
press in thought divine ideas, pure 
thoughts, we arc expressing God 
and thus becoming Godlike. As you 
and I express in thought aught but 
the divine we are manifesting God’s 
opposite, or the carnal— the devil. 
The human consciousness, that is, 
your and my individual thinking, 
is the medium through which you 
and I express nnd become con- 
scious of either the divine or the 
carnal. If we think spiritually we 
are advancing heavenward. If we 
think carnally, or materially, we are 
“of the earth, earthy." 

Now. the consciousness which ls 
responsible for and is cognizant of 
our world of materiality, St. Paul 
tells us. ls carnal. Consciousness is 
either carnal or divine. You and I. 
for instance, in our thinking, ex- ( 
press one of two things. We express 1 
either the carnal or the divine. 
Either the carnal or divine must 
dominate individual thought. If the 
carnal dominates our thinking, and 
it must be at our own volition if it 
does so, the conscious result ls a 
material sense of universe. If the 
divine dominates Individual thought, 
the result Is a spiritual universe and 
a spiritual exLstence. Inasmuch as 
you and I seem to be living In a 
material body and a material world 
with material surroundings it Is but 
logical to conclude that the carnal 
dominates our thinking. Christian- 
ity. ns explained through Christian 
Science, is for the purpose of pro- 
viding a conscious foundation 
whereby we cun change thought 
from tiie material to the spiritual 
in a full nnd comprehensive manner 
and thus relieve ourselves of the 
material bondage which our own 
wrong thinking imposes. 

As consciousness Is Individual, the 
manifestations of consciousness 
must be individual. If one's world 
is Included in Individual conscious- 
ness. it necessarily follows that one’s 
salvation from the bondage of a ma- 
terial existence, with all the prob- 
lems tills involves, must be indi- 
vidual and must lie in individual 
consciousness. If the carnal in our 
thinking is responsible for our al- 
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leged material world with all of its 
sin, its sickness, its poverty and un- 
happiness. naturally the carnal. It- 
self. could not Include the remedy 
for any of our problems. Only the 
opposite of the carnal could re- 
verse the creations of the carnal 
The divine Mind, or God. admitted 
to individual consciousness, is the 
only remedy for matter and Its prob- 
lems. If matter were not a mental 
phenomenon, and an erroneous m ra- 
tal phenomenon at that, nil the 
prayer In the world could never heal 
the sick or reclaim the sinner, but 
when it is realized that matter is 
the manifestation of wrong thinking, 
it can readily be seen that matter, 
with all of its problems, can be 
changed and corrected bv right 
thinking. And this right thinking, 
thLs substitution of the divine in 
individual consciousness for the car- 
nal, ls true prayer. 

When existence becomes too ma- 
terially complicated and the prob- 
lems of human living crowd in on 
the Individual, he has. relatively 
speaking, the choice of replacing the 
carnal In consciousness with the di- 
vine. The divine which unfolds to 
consciousne „s comes direct from God, 
or divine Mind or intelligence, and 
constitutes the Christ. Through the 
influx jf the divine, or the Christ, 
into consciousness the arguments of 
limitation, restriction, localization, 
sickness, and poverty are met and 
destroyed To divest the carnal of 
any sense of reality, power, author- 
ity, or influence one must rea'ize that 
it was never created of God There 
is not much comfort or relief to be 
had through the mental process ol 
belittling the carnal mind and at the 
same time fearing it or being unable 
satisfactorily to explain to oneself its 
counterfeit nature. 

You and I do not need to protect 
ourselves from a carnal mind. All we 
need to do is to protect ourselves 
from our own belief nf a carnal 
mind. In Science and Health (p. 187) 
Mrs. Eddy says. "The beliefs ol t lie 
human mind rob and enslave it.” 
Thus we find that the only penalties 
there are to the belief of a carnal, 
or material, existence are the penal- 
ties which the human consciousness 
imputes to its own misconceptions, 
and thus does individual material 
existence resolve itself into a state 
of self-hypnosis, or self-mesmerism. 
So, all that has to be healed in hand- 
ling any problem of inharmony is 
not the carnal mind but. rather, the 
human belief in a carnal mind, or a 
mind opposed to God With the car- 
nal mind relegated to the realm of 
illusion, it is not difficult to see how 
the manifestations of the carnal 
mind— sickness, inharmony, poverty, 
and the like— are destroyed through 
the Influence of the divine Mind, or 
God, in consciousness. 

The Christ 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes (p. 271). "Christ's Christian- 
ity is the chain ol scientific being 
reappearing in all ages, maintaining 
its obvious correspondence with t}ie 
Scriptures and uniting all periods in 
the design of God.' This "chain of 
scientific being reappearing in all 
ages," is the Christ operative in the 
human consciousness; and while, tor 
periods, it may have been obscured 
from human perception by the pre- 
tenses of idolatry, false theology, 
ritualism, form, and ceremony, vet 
down the long corridors of time this 
golden "chain" of Truth has been 
guiding and shaping the destinies ol 
men and will ever continue to do so 
until the last vestige of materiality 
und sin disappears and the kingdom 
of heaven is realized. 

The Christ is the truth about God 
and man which comes to the human 
consciousness to bring pence, com- 
fort, and assurance to the world- 
weary, the sick, and the sinning. The 
Christ, like God. has existed through- 
out all time and has guided the hu- 
man race from the lowest plane of 
human thought up through the dark 
clouds of material thinking to its 
present mental and spiritual state. 
The Christ comes to your conscious- 
ness and to mine as divine or pure 
Ideas enlightening our paths and giv- 
ing us that strength of Spirit which 
knows no opposition und which 
turns every trial of our faith into u 
spiritual triumph. "The Christ," 
Mrs. Eddy tells us In Science and 
Health (p. 583). is "the divine mani- 
festation of God, which comes to the 
flesh to destroy Incarnate error." 
As a sense of flesh, or a corporeal 
existence, lies wholly in the human 
consciousness, when the Christ en- 
ters the human consciousness it. of 
necessity, comes to the flesh. Thus 
ls Incarnate error, or the errors 
which seem to have become a part 
of material existence, destroyed. 
When error is destroyed In the hu- 
man consciousness it is destroyed in 
the flesh, because the human con- 
sciousness and the flesh ure one. 
The Christ, entering the human con- 
sciousness, as divine or pure ideas, 
unites God and man in one holy 
bond. This Is so beautifully and 
precisely explained by Mrs. Eddy 


where she says in Science and Health 
(p. 561): "John saw the human and 
divine cioncldence. .shown in the man 
Jesus, as divinity embracing human- 
ity in Life and its demonstration,— 
reducing to human perception nnd 
understanding the Life which Is God. 
In divine revelation, material nnd 
corporeal selfhood disappear, and 
the spiritual idea is understood." 
The spiritual idea is the Christ. 

The Christ, which was so force- 
fully and consistently explained and 
demonstrated by Jesus in the few 
brief years of his earthlv career, 
constitutes that golden thread of 
truth which is spun throughout the 
fabric of all Bible history and which 
appears in nil ages to int numan 
thought to loftier and holier heights. 
The Christ is that which uttered 
itself to Noah warning him of dan- 
gers to come and preparing him for 
safety. The Christ is that which 
guided the children of Israel for 
forty years in the desert of human 
hopes and despair and brought them 
at length to the promised land of 
neace and plenty. The same Christ 
that held back the waters of the Red 
Sea that the Israelites might pass 
through on dry land enabled Jesus, 
centuries later, to walk the waves, 
still the tempest, and calm the trou- 
bled waters. The same Christ that 
furnished the manna tn the wilder- 
ness enabled Jesus to feed the mul- 
titude on the shore of the Galilean 
sea. That Christ ls here today stand- 
ing at the threshold of every human 
consciousness awaiting admission. 
Through it the sick are healed, the 
sorrowing comforted, and the sinner 
is released from the bondage of his 
own pitiful mi* conceptions 

To quote once more from Science 
and Health, where Mrs Eddy has 
written (p. 224) : “A higher and more 
practical Christianity, demonstrating 
justice and meeting the needs of 
mortals In sickness and In health, 
stands at the door of this age. knock- 
ing for admission. Will you open or 
close the door uoon this angel visit- 
ant, who corneth in the quiet of 
meekness, as he came of old to the 
patriarch at noonday?"

WITH COLOR 

By P. W. O. 

The Vice-Presidency 

This week I would like to have 
my readers give some thought to 
the question of the Vice-Presiden- 
cy, an office which nine people out 
of ten doubtless regard as rela- 
tively unimportant. To be sure, 
the only constitutional function 
of the Vice-President is to pre- 
side over the august deliberations 
of the United States Senate. How- 
ever, times have changed and Mr. 
Roosevelt saw fit to give his 
running-mate, Hon. Henry A. 
Wallace, a number of exceeding- 
ly important assignments, which 
resulted in temporarily increasing 
the prestige of the second highest 
office in the county. To be sure, 
Mr. Wallace no longer wields 
these additional powers, but he 
retains considerable influence, 
both inside and outside the admin- 
istration. In this connection, it 
is worthy of note that a recent 
poll revealed Mr. Wallace run- 
ning far ahead of oher potential 
candidates for the Vice-Presiden- 
tial nomination in the Democratic 
party. Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
State, was a poor second. 

Now, let us consider for a mo- 
ment the significance, if any, of 
this poll. Generally speaking, Mr. 
Wallace has been anything but a 
popular success as Vice-President, 
even within his own party. He 
was shoved down the throats of 
the delegates at the 1940 Dem- 
ocratic convention as the direct 
result of Mr. Roosevelt’s person- 
al wishes. He is NOT a typical 
Democrat and nobody knows this j 
better than the Democrats them- 
selves. He was unable to carry 
even his own state for his chief 
in 1910 and New England has al- 
ways been bitter against him on 
account of his uncalled-for slurs 
on this entire section several years 
ago. How, therefore, can we ac- 
count for his strength in this re- 
cent poll? Also, how account for 
Mr. Hull’s strength, when every- 
body who follows national affairs 
at all is aware of the fact that 
Mr. Hull is practically an old man 
today and has been forced to be 
away from his desk for weeks at 
a time? Grave fears were ex- 
pressed that he would never sur- 
vive the ordeal of that Russian 
trip. All credit to the man for 
his courage, spirit and loyalty. 
Practical politics, however, cer- 
tainly do not warrant any very 
serious consideration of his avail- 
ability for the Vice-Presidency 
during the next four crucial, soul- 
testing years. 

Looking a this proposition from 
a cold-blooded standpoint, does it 
not seem likely that the Pres- 
ident will make every effort to se- 
cure a fourth-term running-mate 
who is in the prime of life, who 
is relatively conservative and 
who will holster up the weaker 
side of the current administra- 
tion? On this basis, both Mr. 
Wallace and Mr. Hull are ruled 
out immediately. Who would fit 
into the picture? What about the 
Under-Secretary of State, Ed Stet- 
tinius, who is, according to Drew 
Pearson, “an active bidder for the 
job." Perhaps, when his mission 
to England is completed we shall 
have a better opportunity to ap- 
praise his chances. Offhand, he 
I seems to this observer to have a 
I great many strong qualifications. 
What about the famous Bostonian 
of earlier years, Jot 1 Kennedy, one 
of tho very smartest business men 
in tho United States? Would he 
not serve to attract conservative 
business interests, now skeptical, 
to put it mildly, concerning the 
conduct of governmental affairs? 
How about Senator Truman of 
Missouri, head of tho justly fa- 
mous Truman Commit too or Sena- 
tor Harry Byrd of Virginia, an em- 
inently practical. hard-headed 
statesman, who is just as anxious 
to balance tho federal budget as 
Republican Senator Taft of Ohio? 
Then, too, wo have Speaker Sam 
Reyburn of the House and Majori- 
ty Leader Alben Barkley of the 
Senate. Barkley made a big po- 
litical splash a short time ago, 
when he publicly rebuked the 
President and got away with it. 
What the long-pull effect of that 
incident will he remains to be 
I be seen.

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NEWTON SERVICE MEN 
TURN TO RED CROSS 

Home Service Is the important 
link between the man in the 
armed forces and his family hack 
home, and upon it rests the dual 
responsibility of helping to main- 
tain morale in the service men's 
home and of supply information 
about home conditions to ihe com- 
manding ofTiccrs. It's staff is on 
hand 21 hours a day. ready at all 
times to assist the service man 
and his family in meeting those 
need- which necessarily arise 
from the man’s services in the 
armed forces. 

Here are a few examples which 
show the range of service which 
Newton Home Service offers: 

Emergency Furloughs 

A Newton man. away in serv- 
ice, was anxious about his wife's 
health, ns she was soon to have a 
babv. her first child Through our 
Homo Service and the camp Field 
Direr or. lie was assured that ev- 
erything was going along fine. 
Suddenly, the situation changed, 
complications placed the wife’s 
life in grave danger and made the 
husband’s presence necessary. An 
emergency telegram to the Field 
Director at camp, explaining the 
desperate situation, was interpre- 
ted to the man's military superior 
and gained him an emergency fur- 
lough When this emergency fur- 
lough expired, the wife was still 
on the danger list and the attend- 
ing physician advised that the sol- 
dier's presence was still needed 
because of the moral support ho 
gave his wife in her courageous 
fight for life. He was constnatly 
at her bedside encouraging her all 
through the time she hovered be- 
tween life and death. Home Serv- 
ice assisted in having the furlough 
extended several times by report- 
ing to the military through the 
Red Cross Field Director, thus 
keeping the man’s service record 
clear. We were able to assist the 
soldier in arranging for the care of 
his infant son while the mother 
was so dangerously ill. When final- 
ly the crisis was passed and the 
young wife began her slow, tedi- 
ous climb back to health, doctors 
agreed that the young husband’s 
devotion and will for his wife 'o 
live, to which she had responded, 
v. .is a primary reason for her re- 
covery They strongly recom- 
mended that tii>' soldier be allowed 
to stay with his family, and an 
honorable discharge from military 
service was obtained through the 
efforts of our Homo Service divi- 
sion. 

DiM-harged Veteran** 

There are many problems facing 
returned veterans in their adjust- 
ment back into civilian life. 

One Newton man recently, who 
was honorably discharged from 
active service, arrived home af- 
ter months of hospitalization 
ready, able, and anxious to work. 
In the course of his hospitalization 
lie had been transferred to several 
different base hospitals. His for- 
mal discharge was issued at his 
original base and his discharge 
papers had supposedly followed 
him from place to place. However, 
when he was finally released, his 
papers were not available. Some- 
where along the line, they had 
been lost in the confusion of trans- 
fers. 

This man was badly in need of 
a job. for he had no money, and 
his pride kept him from asking 
for financial help, hut he could 
not find employment without his 
discharge papers. 

Newton Home Service was able 
to proceed through official chan- 
nels and obtain a certificate in 
lieu of his original discharge which 
covered him. and made it possible 
for him to obtain employment in a 
defense plant. In the meantime, 
through correspondence with the 
Red Cross Field Directors at the 
various hospitals in which he had 
been, the lost papers were found, 
awaiting a proper forwarding ad- 
dress. This man now has his orig- 
inal discharge papers, is aiding the 
war effort by employment in de- 
fense work, and has taken his 
place in his home community once 
more 

Financial Assistance 

When a man is overseas and is 
worried about home, our Red 
Cross Home Service maintains a 
direct lin«- .»i communication with 
him through Red Cross Field Di- 
rector A sailor was troubled 
about his wife who was seriously 
111, and Red Cross was able to ob- 
tain reassuring bulletins for him 
about her progress, during his 
Stretch ol active duty overseas. 

Several months later, this hus- 
band arrived in an east coast 
port. He longed to see his wife 
who had passed the critical stage 
In her illness. However, his de- 
votion to duty forced him to the 
decision that In- could not take a 
chance of getting so far from his 
ship on the leave granted to him. 
It Wit: i h- r d decision to make, 
especially if another hazardous 
trip at sea was facing him. 

His Field Director was con- 
cerned about him and teleguphed 
Newton Home Service to request 
that we help his wife make a visit 
to her husband, since it was the 
only way this family could be re- 
united lor even a brief period. 
Horn* 1 Service helped make ar- 
rangements and loaned the wife 
money for railroad fare, thus en- 
abling the couple to spend the 
ihort leuvo together.

Franklin Bacon, a personality has 
left us, the like of which we have 
never seen before, and, in nil prob- 
ability, will never see again. As 
an exemplor of fidelity, as a 
champion of right against wrong* 
as a seeker of tru h, and as otic 
true to his convictions, he was 
without an equal. 

"He was a real man of God, a 
devout Christian, and a staunch 
believer in the Gospel. His life 
was long and useful and always in 
the service of God and his fellow- 
men. Nobody knows the good 
which he accomplished in his own, 
unique, quiet way. 

"His friends, who really knew 
him. have a great heritage and 
shall cherish his memory and re- 
joice in the fact that he lived life 
to the full for many years, and 
was happy through them all. He 
will be remembered for his cheer- 
fulness of manner, for his patience 
of attitude, for his unselfishness 
and thoughtfulness of others, for 
a wholesome alertness of mind 
and spirit, for many and varied 
kindnesses concerning which many 
people never knew. 

"Life was alive and real to 
Charles Bacon; but the church 
and religion were the center of 
his life interest. As he faced the 
future, it held no terrors for him. 

He looked into the life that lies 
beyond, and it appeared to him as 
natural as the life that he lived 
here. It was to him a part of one 
divine design that emcompassed 
it all. His life will live on, not 
only in his own living spirit, but 
also in the good deeds and the 
memories which he has left be- 
hind.” 

The above are expressions of 
appreciation in part by the min- 
ister of the North Congregational 
Church where Mr. Bacon was or- 
ganist for many years and in part 
by close friends, many of whom 
are prominent business men and 
i citizens of Newton.

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RESOLUTION TO HAVE CITY 
PURCHASE WAR BONDS FAILS 


Aldermen Believe It Not Wise To Buy 
Bonds While Borrowing Money 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening Al- 
derman Carroll J. Hoffman intro- 
duced a resolution that a Post 
War Rehabilitation Fund be set 
up with money to be invested in 
government bonds from the city's 
surplus which is now more than 
$1,000,000. State officials, he 
said, have urged that such action 
by cities of the Commonwealth and 
Newton is one of thg few cities 
who have not yet done so. 

A brief discussion was held on 
the matter but no one seconded it. 
Chairman Theodore Lockwood as- 
serted that he felt this action was 
not necessary and that part of the 
surplus fund may be used to re- 
duce the tax rate as has been done 
in other years. Vice-president 
Albert P. Everts stated that it 
was all right to buy government 
bonds if money did not have to be 
borrowed for other purposes and 
said the stand taken by the Mayor 
is that it is not wise for the city 
to buy government bonds while 
borrowing money. 

An appropriaion was made by 
the board for settlement of a 
claim of Patrolman Raymond J. 
Sullivan for reimbursement of ex- 
penses incurred as the result of 
personal injuries received while 
in the performance of his duty. 
Sullivan was injured in an acci- 
dent at Newton Corner while rid- 
ing a police department motorcy- 
cle. 

The reappointment by Mayor 
Goddard of Harold F. Young as a 
member of the board of registrars 
of voters for a term of three years 
from Apr. 1 was confirmed by the 
Board, also the reappointment of 
Dr. Roland A. Lombard as inspec- 
tor of animals for one year from 
April 1. 

The Board approved appropria- 
tions of $5000 for the construction 
of Gardner st., Ward 1, under the 


betterment law with cement curb- 
ing and pavement, and $2000 for a 
12-inch pipe drain in the same 
street from Fayette st. westerly 
about 425 feet. 

A permit was granted the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Street Railway 
to operate buses on Rumford ave., 
West Newton, from Lexington st. 
to the Newton-Waltham line. 
Steps were taken recently to ac- 
cept Rumford ave. and pave it, 
so it is now an accepted street and 
the bus company was required to 
obtain a new franchise to operate 
their buses on it. The company 
formerly had a permit to operate 
their buses over this street when 
it was a private way but because 
of the dangerous condition of the 
street its use by the buses had 
been discontinued. 

An offer of $200 for a lot of 
land on Lind rd., West Newton, 
owned by the city, was received 
from Orison M. G. Hagar.

Tax Collections 
Almost 100 P.C. 


The • nnuul report of the Ci y 
Collector's Office shows that the 
collection of tax and wa er bit's 
during the past year has been 
nearly 100 per cent. 

Collection of -taxes on real es- 
tate was 90.0 per cent, personal 
property taxes 95.67 per cent, poll 
taxes 96.47 per cent and motor 
excise taxes 97.82 per cent . 

Over 99.5 per cent of the me- 
tered water charges were cleared 
during the year, it being neces- 
sary to file only a small number 
of liens to clear the charges for 
the current year. 

City Collector Clarence C. Col- 
by’s comment in regard to the 
collection of taxes and water 
bills, as published in his report, is 
as follows: 

"Very substantial progress was 
made in 1943 toward an objective 
set two years ago, namely, to 
clear ail tax commitments and de- 
partmental charges, at least by 
the end of the year following 
commitment. As to the tax com- 
mitments, the objective was near- 
ly reached, there being outstand- 
ing on December 1, 1943, only 
$112.53 committed prior to 1943. 
Very substantial progress was 
also made with regard to depart- 
mentals bills. These were reduced 
from $73,521.31 as they stood at 
the end of 1942 to $21,863.14 at 
the end of 1943 and of this 
amount only $3,233.26 was com- 
mitted prior to 1943. 

"The largest departmental ac- 
count is that of ‘metered water.’ 
Following the work of last year 
to obtain a revision of the pro- 
cedure employed, we have com- 
pleted the first year under the 
semi-annual billing."

Representative George E. Raw- 
son has announced that in the 
coming Republican Primary he 
will be a candidate for renomina- 
tion as Representative to the Gen- 
eral Court from the Fourth Middle- 
sex Disrict (Wards 1.

NEW POSTAGE RATES 
EFFECTIVE MARCH 26TH 


At 12:01 a. m. on Sunday. Mar. 
26th. ihe new postage rates en- 
acted into law under the Revenue 
Act on Feb. 25th will become ef- 
fective. This will raise all local 
postage rates on letters from 2c 
to 3c and provide a uniform first- 
class postage rate throughout the 
country There will no longer be 
a local letter rate. 

Air mail rates are advanced 
from 6c per ounce to 8c per ounce 
from one postoffice on the main- 
land of the United States to an- 
other. including Alaska. Air mail 
to members of the U. S. Armed 
Forces overseas served through 
army or navy post offices will re- 
main at 6 cents for each half- 
ounce or fraction. 

Parcel post rates have been ad- 
vanced approximately 3 per cen- 
tum, fractions of one-half cent be- 
ing computed as 1 cent but in no 
case can the increase per parcel be 
less than 1 cent. This increase 
likewise covers postage rates on 
books, library books, catalogues, 
e’c. 

Fees for Money Orders. Regis- 
tered Mail. Insurance on Parcel 
Post. Collect on-delivery mail, Re- 
turn Receipts, etc., are likewise 
increased. 

Postmaster Patrick J. Connelly 
of Boston advised that mail de- 
posited prior to midnight on Mar. 
25th or bearing a postmark prior 
to Mar. 26th will be delivered 
without collection of additional 
postage. Mail deposited on or af- 
ter Mar. 26th without the pay- 
ment of the increased rate of pos- 
tage will be returned to the mail- 
ers for the additional postage.

A Victory Garden may easily be 
made a beautiful feature of the 
home grounds. Many large pri- 
vate estates otTer object lessons 
for the owners of smaller grounds, 
in tho way they make vegetable 
gardens attractive. 

Such gardens are usually sur- 
rounded by well marked bounda- 
ries of plants, or fencing; and they 
are divided by paths which make 
an interesting pattern, and give 
access to the garden area. Paths 
may be bordered with ilowers, or 
with some of the perennial vege- 
tables, such as chives and rhubarb. 

Lattices to surround the garden 
are easily made, the lumber of the 
right size being on sale by many 
dealers, or it can be cut to any dc 
sired measurement. Lattice paint- 
ed green and supporting climbing 
beans or other vines olTers one of 
the llncst garden boundaries. 

Rustic fences from branches cut 
from forest trees which have been 
felled furnish another attractive 
feature. Tho rustic trellis for 
grapes and on smaller sealo for 
tull peas, pole beans and cucum- 
bers is also extensively used. 

Trellises for peus ure easily and 


neatly made at small expense so 
that they become an attractive 
feature of the garden and much 
more pleasing to the eye than 
brush or chicken wire so often 
used. Wire is too often put up so 
that it presents various bulges 
and curves instead *of being tightly 
sketched. It is a simple matter 
to frame it attractively and to put 
down lirm posts so Uiat it may be 
stretched and not be in danger of 
being dragged over by the weight 
of vines, particularly after a rain. 

In many school gardens whero 
the idea of beauty in the vege- 
table garden is inculcated, a sun- 
dial or bird bath is used us a cen- 
tral feature of the vegetable gar- 
den. This is on excellent device 
to add ornamental qualities, and n 
small bed of Ilowers about it will 
make it a feature that redeems the 
entire vegetable garden from u 
commonplace appearance. 

If the rear fence which bounds 
the garden happens to be of plain 
boards it can bo easily trimmed 
with latticework or fitted with 
wires for vines so that by midsum- 
mer it will be an ornamental fea- 
ture of the garden.

Two weeks ago we discussed 
thejcareers of Chief Justice Fred 
T. Field of Newton and Richmond 
Knapp Fletcher, artist and com- 
poser of Waban. 

This week we shall consider two 
residents of Newton Centre, Mel- 
ville D. Liming,. Executive Sec- 
retary of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, and Hugh Nawn, 
President of Hugh Naum, Inc., of 
Boston. 

Melville Darst Liming was bom 
on Dec. 10, 1882, in *Ohio. His 
parents were James O. I iming 
and Sarah Oursler Liming. He 
was educated in Hamersville, 
Ohio, where he attended high 
school. In 1906 he got his A.B. 
from Miami University. He then 
came East and won his A.M. at 
Harvard University in 1910. This 
was followed by two years as a 
special student in the Harvard 
Law School. Liming was an Ad- 
ams Woods fellow at Harvard, 
1910-1912, and an assistant in gov- 
ernment, 1910-1911. A few years 
before this he had taught history 
in schools in Illinois and Indiana. 

In 1916 Liming marTied Miss 
Marjorie Odlin of Boston. The 
couple had two children. Elizabeth 
I and Robert W. Liming. The Lim- 
ing home is at 48 Ballard rd . 
i Leaving Harvard. Liming was 
engaged as instructor in political 
science at Tufts College from 
1912-1914, in the meantime being 
admitted to the Massachusetts 
Bar and serving as counsel for the 
Boston Legal Aid Society. 

There followed an interlude 
| when this versatile gentleman 
went West and organized the 
Brown County, Ohio. National 
Bank and acted as an officer and 
director from 1915-1917. After 
that came several years as a mem- 
ber of the staff of the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 
Then, in 1920. he was made man- 
ager of the Bureau of Commer- 
cial and Industrial Affiairs of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. In 
1927 he was appointed to his pres- 
ent post as Executive Secretary 
of the Chamber. 

Oldtimers will recall the ex- 
tremely capable and popular man 
who immediately preceded Mel- 
ville Liming. That man was the 
late James A. McKibben. It is 
greatly to Liming’s credit that he 
did not allow himself to be floored 
hv being suddenly pitched up- 
stairs. In no time at all he was 
behaving like a veteran and car- 
rying on as tho’ he had been on 
the job for years. In the writer’s 
opinion, there are few tougher as- 
signments in Boston than that of 
being key-man in the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. Any man 
eould. of course, accept this post 
and coast along tactfully, making 
no enemies and. incidentally, ac- 
complishing little or nothing.

our allies fighting side by side in- 
stead of being segregated in their 
own zones of combat, these can- 
teen-ambulances are likely to be 
as familiar to our men as to their 
allies, especially since The Salva- 
tion Army recognizes no distinc- 
tion between their uniforms. 

Incidentally, this will explain 
to the home folks why they re- 
ceive such enthusiastic comment 
about Salvation Army service in 
letters from their boys abroad. 

How far The Salvation Army 
carries this disregard of uniform 
is shown in figures just received 
here from London headquarters 
of the organization. The Salva- 
tion Army senes over 100.000 
“Yanks’’ each week in the British 
Isles. It operates 15 centers ex- 
clusively for Americans, where 
typical features of American food 
are particularly appreciated. Our 
service men are welcomed in all 
Red Shield Clubs. In fact, two 
of these units, in out-of-the-way 
spots in Britain, have reported 
that of their daily average of 1,350 
guests, 697. or slightly more than 
half, wear United States uniforms. 
In addition, the "Army” has or- 
ganized 50 illustrated lectures, 
now circulating through the Brit- 
ish Isles, acquainting American 
troops with places of interest, and 
planned to aid in cementing Anglo- 
American friendships. 

Under war-time conditions, only 
the sketchiest of figures are at 
present available on Salvation 
Army contacts with American 
troops, now taking place on a 
world-wide scale. Nothing, for 
example, has been received here.

tivities in India. However, it is* 
known that there are at least 
345 Red Shield Clubs in Ausruiia. 
where great American operations 
are based. There are four clubs 
in Iraq. Fifty military Red Shield 
units accompany the South Afri- 
can forces. There are others in 
Oran, Algiers, and with Canadian 
troops in Italy. Red Shield huts 
are found in Lapland and Iceland 
By las- accounts, there were some 
j Red Shield mobile units feeding 
I refugees under the shadow of the 
enemy flag in Belgrade Yugo- 
slavia. 

In the United States with its 
territories The Salvaion Army is 
operating 160 of its own Red 
Shield Clubs for service men. two 
of them in Boston, in addition to 
operating 173 USO Clubs. The 
Mobile Canteen which services 
military installations in Boston 
and around its harbors, represents 
an activity to be found in many 
other cities of this country, es- 
pecially along its seacoasts in the 
wintry months. 

Extensive as all the above Red 
Shield activity is, it is only one 
of the multiple phases of Salvation 
Army war service on the home- 
front.

Our popular District Attorney 
of Middlesex County. Robert F. 
Bradford of Cambridge, cleared 
the air last week by his an- 
nouncement that he would run for 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor 
in the coming Primaries. It is no 
secret that the close friends of 
Horace Cahill of Braintree were 
viewing with considerable alarm 
the mere possibility that Bradford 
might seek the gubernatorial 
nomination. Middlesex County is 
strong Republican territory al- 
ways and any important and 
powerful candidate from that sec- 
tor is sure to make an impressive 
showing. Our present Lieutenant 
Governor comes from Norfolk 
County, which is also good Repub- 
lican territory, but infinitely 
smaller than Middlesex. 

What caused Bradford’s decision 
to run for second place on the 
state ticket? There are a num- 
ber of factors to be considered. 
First and foremost is the fact 
that Horace Cahill has been for 
many years the staunchest pos- 
sible friend and ally of our Gov- 
ernor, Leverett Saltonstall. Al- 
ways he has subordinated his own 
ambition and desires to the fur- 
therance of the Governor’s public 
career. He has worked hard and 
waited patiently for the day when 
he might make some move in his 
own behalf. That day has now 
come. The Governor’s friends 
will, quite naturally, get behind 
Cahill in his present campaign. 
Bradford is smart enough to know 
that. Also, he has discovered that 
certain leaders of the Republican 
party in this neck of the woods 
feel obligated to Horace Cahill, 
despite their very high regard for 
Robert Bradford. Again, quite a 
few political commentators, in- 
cluding your columnist, have been 
tactfully suggesting to the Dis- 
trict Attorney that it might be 
discreet for him to wait for a 
more suitable time to test his 
strength in a contest for first 
place on the G. O. P. ticket. (See 
the writer's column of March 2, 
which Bob Bradford advises me 
he read.) 

Now, does this clear the field 
completely for Lt. Governor Ca- 
hill? The chances are that it 
does, altho’ I have my fingers 
crossed until the time for filing 
papers has expired. There is at 
least one man who might con- 
ceivably challenge Cahill and give 
him quite a battle, tho’ it is doubt- 
ful if he could win the nomina- 
tion. We will discuss this matter 
later on. 

The next point to consider is 
the effect of the Bradford an- 
nouncement on Messrs. Hunt, King 
and McLean, who are currently 
seeking the G.O.P. nomination for 
second place. My guess is that 
at least one of these distinguished 
gentlemen will withdraw from the 
race. It is barely possible that 
two might retire. Wait and see. 
A lot goes on behind the scenes 
today. Much of it is for the very 
legitimate purpose of maintaining 
party harmony during a crucial 
political year. 

NATIONAL TIC KET 

Two exceedingly interesting 
suggestions concerning national 
affairs have been made within the 
past few days. One was the idea 
of a Wilkie-Dewey debate on na- 
tional and international issues; 
the other was a possible Wilkie- 
Dewey OR Dewey-Willkie ticket. 

Let's consider these two propo- 
sitions briefly. Frankly, it does 
not seem likely that a Willkie- 
Dewey debate could be arranged. 
Willkie would have little, if any- 
thing. to gain from a debate with 
such a clever adversary and 
Dewey would have a great deal 
to lose. Let us remember that 
the New York Governor is STILL 
on record to the effect that he 
WILL complete his four-year 
term as Chief Executive. He is 
NOT NOW an avowed candidate 
for the G.O.P. nomination for the 
Presidency. He may never be a 
candidate. What. therefore, 
j would be his excuse for engaging 
I in a widely-publicized debate with 
the leading contender in his own 
party? He would lose a great 
deal of prestige at the very time 
when his popularity is growing all 
I over the country, 
j As for u Willkie-Dewey or a 
; Dewey-Willkie ticket, it is not 
likely that either man will en- 
thuse over the matter. My guess 
1 is that way down underneath 
neither man cares much for the 
other. As a national magazine 
recently pointed out, the two men 
are utterly different in character, 
temperament and policies. They 
are both Republicans and that is 
about all. Personally, I cannot 
I possibly visualize a combination 
J of these two men on one ticket.

Rotary Club 


The speaker was Benedikt 
Grondal, of Reykjavik, Iceland, a 
nineteen year old student at Har- 
vard who hopes eventually to spe- 
cilaize in journalism. His com- 
mand of English, after only six 
years of study in his native land, 
left every member very humble as 
he thought of how ho would have 
handled the Icelandic language 
had he been before the Rotary 
Club of Reykjavik. Incidentally, 
Grondal told us that the Icelan- 
dic language, a Scandanavian 
tongue has come down without 
adulteration from the ninth cen- 
tury or so with the result that the 
natives can read without difficul- 
ty the ancient sagas of that early 
time. 

The Icelanders were much re- 
lieved to have England occupy 
them instead of Germany, espec- 
ially as German "tourists” and 
"Scientific expeditions" had been 
very numerous there prior to the 
war. And the Americans, who 
took over when Britain was in its 
dark hours, have been equally ac- 
ceptable. Mr. Grondal explained, 
however, the difficulties which 
have led many a service man sta- 
tioned there to feel unhappy about 
his situation. In the first place, 
they have to live cramped togeth- 
er in Nisson huts with little op- 
portunity for recreation and far 
from any prospect of active ser- 
vice. In the second place, since 
their numbers equal a very con- 
siderable fraction of the native 
population the number of soldiers 
being all out of proportion to the 
number of families who might 
welcome them in their homes — 
the men have but limited oppor- 
tunity to make local contacts that 
) would relieve the monotony of 
' their service.

With no U S O or any of the 
various agencies of today to pro- 
\ ide so much as a football to kick 
around, or a book to read, the 
soldiers we’d seen around those 
small towns were milling about 
aimlessly in the manner of steers 
in a corral. In one little town 
outside of Vicksburg. Mississippi, 
for instance, twenty-eight of them 
were standing, patiently waiting 
tor a bite to eaat in a lunch cart 
that seated ten. 

To any gent on the loose it 
would have appeared pretty awful 
atui it must have been more or 
less hard to take at that. Time, 
wheels were just beginning to 
of course, has shown that the 
turn then and that after Decem- 
ber 7th of that year, the throttle 
was yanked wide open. Compe- 
tent authorities took over the job 
of earing for the service men and 
their needs, so that since then 
they’ve been doing all right.

The tellows who went through 
that period, however, may get a 
kick out of the news that, now. 
it’s the brethren on the home 
front who are doing the standing 
around. They are all working at 
something or other and with a lit- 
tle extra cash, plus a night or two 
in which to step out each week, 
there’s enough of them to fill ev- 
ery place that sells anything ev- 
ery night in the week. During 
the rush hours, space in which to 
squeeze the body is at a premium 
i'n the trains and trolleys. Stand- 
ing room in the theatres is pre- 
cious and dining out, or doing al- 
most anything else, like the old 
gray mare, just ain’t what it used 
to be. 

The natives are paying plenty 
for everything they get. too. Es- 


pecially in the restaurants, where 
the lack of ration points and help 
is acute. Many of the cafeterias 
have been employing woman on 
the night as well as the day shifts, 
and many of the gals are proving 
themselves very temperamental. 
Wise diners walk softly and say 
"pretty please" or else the food 
and the service is apt to be pret- 
ty bad. 

The local cafeteria featured a 
counter woman, until recently,

ALICE IN AN

It was one of those March 
mornings when the promptings of 
Spring urge you to do something 
different. I had the day off, no 
social engagements and a decided 
touch of seasonal wanderlust.
